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Previously I've noted that Hiclcy White's fabricated account of the JPK assassi- 
nation in wliich he has liis deceased_father as one of ttiree assassins cribs from two 
books, Hugh McDonald's appointment £n Dallas and Diehard ^op-rdln's The Gecond Uswald. 

When the Whites ,.nd I wefe being taped for appearance on Inside Edition, in a 
part not broadcast the Whites said they not read any assassination book. 

In reading George Bernau's novel, Promises to keep ^Warner, 1939) thi£ morning I 
found something in it that is unique to it in any assassination book of v/hich .1 know, 
whether fifition^as it is, or non-fiction, that is duplicated in the White fabrication. 

It is on page 3y4. 

Bernau's novel comes quite clearly from the JFK assassination and lie uses some of 
what is known in it, with a major difference: the president survives. Dallas, Parkland, 
Dallas police, etc., all in the novel, he duplicates characters like ^uby, who i3 u reen 
and Tippit, who is Towne. 

In White* s fabrication -ippit picks up Oswald (Strode in Bernau) near the book 
depository land his father, and irtJernau, Towne picks up one assassin and Strode! What 
follows is "quotes thatreflect the cribbing by the Whites, (finale this plural because I 
have the impression tnat he doesn’t have much brains but the wife is sharper.) 

"I think it wa 3 Hay Towne 's job to elim:lnate at least one of the shooters." 

"Maybe Strode had been told t.ia-; towne's patrol car is going to be his transportat- 
ion out of the city or at least as far as the pickup point for the other shooter... . What 
better way to c&ear downtown Dallas that day than in the back seat of a Dallas black- 
and- white? But the truth is it was just a setmp. Towne was really there to kill him." 

Those familiar with what the Whites have said about their alleged plot at the 
press conference they had in D .lias will see that tiieir fiction appears to come directly 
from the fiction. 
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
